The Division of Business & Community Services' Sales Team recently completed a 
successful trade mission to China. International Trade Manager, Yan Li, and four 
Missouri companies worked closely with DED's China office and the China Council 
for Promotion of International Trade (CCPIT) while visiting Beijing, Zhenghou and 
Shanghai. Successful meetings were held with high level Chinese leaders and 
directors of the CCPIT, and each company had over a dozen Chinese companies to 
meet with in one-on-one meetings. Outcomes of the trade mission include increased 
sales and orders for Northern Pacific, location of a distributor in Beijing for Special 
Bus and a potential visit by a Chinese company to MVR Enterprises International. 
DED is considering another small trade mission to participate in the World Small and 
Medium Enterprises Expo in Hong Kong in November 2006.
